Typical specimens are figured in tb# seven plates, which 
ate executed by the autotype tnechauicel process from casts 
ill plaster.

INTRODUCTION 



Tbe [}t«seat volume con&idti of two part«! Che first is 
coaecmed with the djnastiei of North Africa and Spain 
from A.H. 448 Co the preacnC day ; the second describes 
the rare coinages of the various dynasties of the Yemen or 
Arabia Felix^ 

The African portion ia the chronicle of the decay of the 
MohamrDBdEin power in Che West. We have seen (in 
Vol. II. pp. 56—how the Bence^I-Aghlab established 
their ndc orer the wide littoral territory governed by 
the legates of the KhaleefebB in Tripolip Timisj Algiers^ 
and lloroeco. The Aghlubee deminlon in Africa was the 
period of the greatest ascendency of the Arabs in the 
Mediterranean. Not only were the Aghlabees for the 
most part ciTitized sod cwlighteoed princes^ given to the 
encouragement of science and letters, and prone to mag¬ 
nificence in the eiDbclItahioent of iheir chief cities^ but 
they were atubitions ond aggressive sovereigns. As soon 
they had oecompliehcd the difficult task of effecting a 
uoioD between their Arab and Berber subjects^ they 
turned their thoughts to the acquirement of a maritime 
Aupreniaey. They equipped a fine usTyp with which they 
ravaged the coasts of France and Italy* and the Siraceu 
rorBalrs became the terror of the ^IcditerrancaD. In 
A.H. 21fi they were masters of Sicilyp whence they exerted 
that stimulating iofluence on European science and philo¬ 
sophy which is inseparably aasociated with the Arab 
dominion in the West. They established themselves on 
the Adriatic* took Malta and Sardinia* and even invaded 
the i^ttburbs of Roms. 
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Blit the wide territory of the AghLabee^^ which had once 
ftlretched froDi Egypt to the Straits^ had been limited by 
the eacronchmenta of the kingdom wbich the Idreewes hod 
founded at Fez (ToL n. pp. 63—55) in the eitremo West; 
and the growth of thii bingdoitip combined with theeriiclEy 
and incapacity of the later Aghlabee princee^and the increase 
of ^ctarian dmffbctioa under the fostering influence of ^ 
the Shiya'ee Da'eeip or Miinsionarie-^t whom the heretical 
Iclreeiees had encouraged to make Africa their field of 
operations, prepared the way for the Fdtimee conquest in 
A.H. 2^10 (Yol. lY, pp. 1—5!}>. The empire of the 
Fniimees included the whole of Africa from Egypt to 
ilarocco (wbich was also reduced for a time^ but could 
not be held), with Sicily and Sardinia- The IdreeseeSp 
strengthening theni^elires by professing allegiance to the 
Araawce Khaleefehs uf Cordova, still held Fez and 
MiiroecOp and the tribe of the .^tiknasa had effected an in- 
dependent position in the same quartern On the Fatimce 
eoni]ae 9 t ol' Egypt in 355, and the con^quent i-emoTuI of 
their scat of government from EhJIuhdeeyeb to Cuim, 
llicir wide (erritory became split up into various smaller 
kiiigdoaia. The lieutenant whom they had invested with 
the vice-govcrnniciit of Africa^ Yooiuf Hclkeeii^ chief of the 
SuidKijn tribct soon declared himself independent, and 
foundiHl tlie dynasty of the Zeyrees ; but h.h power was 
greatly limited by the aggressions of his neighbour^t the 
Haiimieidees of Algiers, who reduced the Zeyree territory 
to little more than Tunis, and even within these restrieted 
boUTtilrttics the priiices of this house foiiud no little 
difnciilty in irUiuiug the Hllegbitcc of the refnxetory 
tribes who (Iwelt in their dominions- (ttlier tribea \iitd 
made themselves indepeudirnt in ihe after the fail 

of the tdree^us : and in Spain^ I lie brilliant rule of ihe 
Khskcfche of Cotdova hsd come to its dotsgo. and a 
variety of petty princes, chief among whom were ihe 
Beiice Cordova the Bcne» ^Abbiii;i of 
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Seville, were Bgbting over ibe feeble represent at ivea of 
thiit once great iinJ illustrious House. Alfotiso VI. Took 
Toledo and all the Peninsula uorlk of the Tagus, and 
closelv pressed tbe dirided 3liislimsj the Geitoose retoolc 
Sordinia, tbe Sormana Sicily, tbc Venetians Crete; and the 
conquests of tbe Agblabccs were thus rapidly lost, whilst 
lb dr successors the Zeyreos were too busy in keeping what 
they could of their African doramions to give a thought to 
the once coveted and attained supremacy in tbe Mcdiler- 
runiaa. They could not even protect Tunis from the 
invasion of Eoger II. It seemed os though the rule of 
tbe Arabs in the West was already doomed* 

At this moment the Murabitt, or Almoravides, whose 
coinage begins the present volume (pp. I—dO), came to 
the rescue of the despairing floors. Aboo-Bekr, the 
general, and 'Abd-Allub, the prophet, of the Lamtuna 
Berbers, seized SijilniAseb, cro^aed tbo Atlas rouge, and 
firmly established ikeir authority st Agbmat (A.H. 460). 
Under the skilful generalship of Aboo-Bekr's steond- 
cousin, Yoosuf ibn TAshifeea, Fas (Fez), Mikuiiseb 
(.\Iequinez), Sebteh (Ceuta), (Tongiers), Scla 

(Salee), and the rest of 3Ioroceo, were subdued iu the 
course of the neit fifteen ycara ; and a little later, at tbe 
mvitation of the Spanish Amba, who were losing ground 
before Alfonso, Yoosuf crossed the Straits, and after some 
hard fighting with the Christiuns secured Southern Spain 
for a time to tho Uuslims. and incorporated it (with the 
eiceptiou of Sarngozu) in the Murabit empire, which now 
embraced Andalusia, Slarocco, and part of Algiers. The 
Hammadeea st)U held the coast further cost 

The Murabit success was not signal: they ooly accotn- 
pliahed a temporary halt in the decay of tbe ilusUin 
power. They produced little impression on the Christintis 
ip Spain, who continued a steady advance; the 3Iediter- 
Taneaa was lost for ever, and even part of Africa itself 
was DO longer iu JIohDmiDadau hands. The work of the 
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UnwAbhidi DT Almobftdei (pp. 31—SO) wto iaocwded 
thezD wai more compleie. Tbu jnd%teii4 eect,* tpringing 
from the Mumuda B«rber% in in incredibly ihon time 
ooaqaered the Miir4bi|« and occopied their territeriMj 
drO¥e oqt the Sidiiinj from Tunie end Trtpolip put an 
end to the Benee ^amm&d of Algien, and fioallj oroiied 
oTcr to Bpain al the reqneit of one of the many pnncee 
vho had taken advantage of the orerthrow of the Mux&bite 
to declare tbemiielTea independent and to reduce Andaluaia 
a Koond time to a oondition of anarchy which offered no 
reeiitenoB to Christiaii aggmtion^ The Huwahhide made 
abort work of the oonfiictiog pmoedoma of Spaiop just ai 
they had iwcpt orer the Aoreral kingdomi of Africa; and 
by the middle of the aixth century of the Hijrah, MuiUm 
Bpaioi and Africa from the Atlantic to Egypt, owned no 
rtdera but theae * ITnitariiii ' Ebalecfehi. For about a 
century they held their vaat empire^ but their hande grew 
gradually weaker^ The defeat of En-Hk^ir^ the fourth of 
this line, at the battle of Xaraip wai fatal to the 
mfloenoe of the Huwahhidi in Bpain, and after the first 
quarter of the eerenth century of the Flight their power 
acroM the Straite wae merdy nominal, and wae auppbnted 
by the Tigoroue rule of the Benoe Hood and Benee Nafr, 
whoH effbrls, hovereri were net able to ayert the final 
OTerthrow of the Mualioi power in Spain, which wae 
■ignaliEed by the capture of Granada in A.D. 1402 by 
the anniee of Ferdinand and leabella. The Atabe bad 
governed the Peniniula for nearly dght oouturiefl; their 
rule at Cordova had beeu the one bright spot in the dark 
agee of Europe ; the gleriee of Charlea Y. and of 
Philip II. cannot edipse the aplendour of the Moorish 
euprcmacyi and Spam haa never truly proaperod eince she 
drove out her benefactori. 

The loaa of Spain by the Uuwahhidi waa quickly

667. For the next three oentanea we find the Benee 
Menen mling Mnrooco, and the Benee Hafa, Timii and 
TripoU from Bejdyeh (Bougie) to Egypt; whUat between 
them the Benee Kyhn ma in tai n ed, with temporary intor- 
mptiona, their independence in Algieie, imtQ a little 
before the end of the eighth century they aubmitted to the 
oveHoidahip of tbe Benee Meieen and ceaaed thencefor¬ 
ward to be oonnted among the independent dyneetUe of 
Africa. These late Mooriah dynaatiea euffered tbe com¬ 
mon fate of their predeceaeort. At the beginniog>f the 
ninth century of the Flight <AJ). 1415) we find the 
Portugueee eetobliahed at Ceuta; and the later princea of 
the Bence Haft paid tribute to the King of Spain. In the 
middle of the tenth ceotury (A.D. 1660), the Benee 
Wal'aa, a younger branch of the Benee Mereen, to whom 
they had succeeded in Marocco, were conquered by the 
Shereefa, who bare ruled tbe country erer since and atiU 
rule it i and at eery nearly tha aame Ume Kbeyr-ed-deen 
Barbaroasa reduced the greater part of Algien, Tania, 
and Tripoli to the authority of the Porte. The Doya and 
Baya of the Turkish Sulifina ruled in Algiers and Tuoia 
side by aide with the Shereef Sul^n of Marocco, until in 
A.D. 1380 the French seizure of Algien placed a barrier 
between the dominions of the rital heads of the Mobatn* 
madan religion. Thus Spain has become Christian, 
Algiers belong# to France, and Tunia and Tripoli are raaoal 
Btateo nominally under the Porte, but whether really 
dependent or not, they are too inaignifirant to be worth 
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the inquin\ Jlorocco alone retnaina an itn3<?pendent 
Muslim atato; but its glories ar^ departed. Tills ia whut 
bais liappened lo llic ivide empire of the Agblabees and 
tlic Muiraliliicis^ and tbis is tbe kistorj wbich is lUustruted 
hy the enins in eluded in the first hundred and sixteen 
pages of the present voluTne.

I have 
hitherto been unable to discover any governors’ tames 
corresponding to the initials on the coins at the pcritids 
required. It is, however, possible that further rescorehes 
may throw some light on the subject. At present 1 am 
incUned to regard these ambiguous letters as marks of the 
mint-inaatcrB, not the govemofs; and if this be the true 
caplanalion we should be brought to the supposition that 
all the African mints were under the same luint-inuster, 
but that the iipaiiish cities gcuerolly had sepante mint- 
masters.

Many diacritical points occur on the Mur&bif and on all 
the Moorish coinages. We know from manuAcripls tbat 
the Magbrabee ay stem of pointing diSers from that com¬ 
monly employed) and the eridence of the coins may be 
valuable in confirming this knowledge and carrying it hock 
to an early date.

The period which elapsed between the destruction of the 
Muiibit power in Spain and the conquest of Andalusia by 
the Muwnhhida may be called tbe Second Spanish Inter¬ 
regnum ; reckoning the period between the decay of the 
Ehulifate of Coidovo and the arrival of tbe Muribits—the 
time of the petty kings called ife in the Trafaila 

—as the First Interregnum. The portion of this volume deal¬ 
ing with the Second Spanish Interregnum must be studied 
in connection with Vol. 11. to which, indeed, some of tho 
coins described in the present volume more properly 
belong:—in the cataloguing of a large and constantly 
increasing coUeclion such reclificstions ore inevitable. 
To study the coins of the Second Interregnum chronologi¬ 
cally, they should bo placed In the following order: 
1st.* The coins of the king of Cordova, llamdeea. of about 
the year 540 fnos. 22^. '220), and of his vassal i^d- 
diray ibn Wezeer, king of Budajoz (no. 230). 2nd. The 
anonyiuou.-i coins of the vent* -’>42 jiul 540, which, being 
strictly of the Mnrabit type, are pluced at the end ot that 
sevit-a (noB.

Before entering upon the subject of the Muwulihid 
coinage, it will be well to finish the Spanish acetioti by 
referring to the Thirti Spiiuish Intem‘?niuiii, by which is 
roeaut the poricHl elnpsing between the full of the Muwuli- 
liids in Spain, the conseosietice of the defeat of Las Xavas, 
onrl ,he conquest of firunada by the Christians, whereby 
the last blow wos given to the rule of the Moors in iho 
IVnttisub. The coins belonging to this pr-riod m the pre- 
SLiit volume are those of the [filter ilenee Hood, who struck 
at Mursivch, Cordovn, Seville, and other cities, during 
the sceond and third quarters of the seventh century of 
the Flight [nos. ofll—; the two spcjclmcDs of Ibn- 
^lalifuudU, king of Xiebla [nos- iil, '.138); and the senes 
of the coiiia of the lienee Xasr of Gmnuda (Voh II. nos. 
170—18-*). 

The gold coins of the Muwabhids are remarkable for the 
prolusion of their genealogical in formal iuti, and their large 
sbe, wtiivh under oU but the first two pnocos averages 
117 inch; but owing to their thinness the weight is 
aot verv much above that of ihe best-preserved Mumbii 
dvenar; averaging in ctfevt only 70-8, as compared with 
the Miirnbit 617. The first two princes issued coins of 
diameter *8 or 83 and uverog* weight 354, and one 
small gold coin of w eight 18 0. If the brge coin^ were 
meant to pass as double -Jeenars, the earlier 3o 4 coinage

ornaments. These square dirhems are interesting partly 
on account of their peculiar shape* which accorditig 
to Ihn Khaldoon- had been tbrctold to tha Murahits as 
one of the signs of their roiiqiieror, and partU because 
they served as the model for the copica issued by the luinta 
of the South of France for Mediterranean circulatioiip and 
known by the name of MiUares.t

The coina of the dynoatics of the Yemen which are 
placed at the end of thw volume deserre to be specie lly 
noticed^ If the ancient hiatory of Arabia under the Him- 
j erile and Abysainiau rule is obscure and perplexing, its 
later history under Mobannuadau govemors ia scarcely lesti 
confused, Escept to record the mishaps of a pUgrlniage 
to Mekkehj or the internal disturbancea of the Holy City, 
or to note the reduction of the country by the kinsnien of 
SuUdiDj the general historians of the East preaerve an 
almost unbroken sileuco on the govemment and condition 
of iho country which sent forth the original armies of Islam. 
Ibn-el-Atheer is almost useless for the history of soath- 
west Arabia, and though Abu4-Fida does occasionallj 
devote a paragraph to the affairs of the \ umenj he merely 
veproducea the statements of the special annalist "OmArah* 
whose chronicle is by no means detailed. A manu* 
script ID iho collection of the India Othcoi^ declared by Dr, 
I>oth to be uiii<|U€, containing EUEhassrajee s history of the 
Benee Rusoolj which waa kindly placed at my service by 
the Librarianp Ur. Host, laeKcellent within its limits, but 
it is unfortunately condned to the account of tho reigns of 
the earlier aovereigns of the dvuasty under which the 
uuthor lived^ and its short introduction on the preceding 
history presents little that is valuable. In the absence of 
ampler materialsp the numismatist la somewhat at a loss to 
identify and describe such coins as may appear to belong 
to the Yemen. It is true that he U not often required to 
do ihis^ for the number of pieces known to have been 
issued by Arabian princes is unhappily eat( rcraely small; 
and the help that coins may render to the historioji is 
thus very trifling in the instance of the Yemen coinages, 
and fa still further reduced by the frequent ohscuntj 
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of the legends* The Anbian coine whiob I puhlmhed in 
the Journal qfi&e Jto^al Aaaiw Socieff (voL ix* p. 135 ff J 
are almost eolitftiy examples of their kind, and the article 
serves to eho'r how little is knovra of the historyi and how 
little IS legtblft of the ooms. Several of i^h e nr preKtit 
names which, after a long study of Yemen bistoryf I mm 
still unable to identify; and only one of them has suffi¬ 
ciently legible inscriptions to be gf any service to the his¬ 
torian^ The only other ooina of the Yemen that have ever 
been editedp so &r ss I am aware, are the few pieces of 
the modem lioims of published by A. Weyl. iu his 
VermcAniA*, 1878; and the three pieces of the same 
dynasty desoribed by Fraeba in his JVbn# Supp^afa, i 
p. 3B4* 

To this scanty list of published coins of Arabia;, the thirty* 
one pieces described in this voluioo foz^ aa important 
additbo. To understand their podtion in Arublan bistoryi 
their relatfoiii with other Mohammad an comagee, and their 
value as perhaps the sole monuments of a very obscure 
bi-ancb of oriental hletoryj it is oecessarj lo glance at the 
principal changes which the goremment of the Yemen 
underwent in M ueli m handsf Th e poverty of the materials, 
already referred must make such a review necessarily 
iucomptete^ but it Is essential to map out, so to saVi tbo 
country in this division of history^ not merely In explana¬ 
tion of the very rare coins at present contained in the 
National Collection, but also in view of poeaible discoveries 
in the latne direction in the future- 

The history of Arabia after the Mohnmmadan Nvoiu- 
tion offers a strong raemblauce to its prc4elainic character. 
The revolt which followed (he death of the Prophet was 
indeed suppressed for the time by the firm hand of ^Omar 
and his general Kbalid, and Aiabia was once more unified! 
but the sligbtest symptotn of wesknees in the government 
wan the sign for a fresh rebeUion, and Arabia under the Kha- 
Icf fobs WHS in truth very much the same country as Arabia 
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bt^fore laiiiii:—a i?ountry tnad^ up of ra&ny tribe«j laoet of 
wbiok repudiut^d atiy coalitLOD with the —ajidofmeuy 
towoi ead dldtdctj^ goToraed by Sheykha who were at 
timee ladepeudeDt wd at times under eontrol, but who 
were always ready to sosert their [udepeodence at the drat 
opportunity/ and to oall tbemselvea princea or ImlimB, and 
ifiaue coLna in their own natoep if they were only let aloDO 
long enough. The Khaleefehe appointed a gOYemor of the 
Yemen ^ and a euk~go¥emor of Mekkeh, or El-Medeeneh» 
according to the place of reaidenco of the chief goTemor: 
hut the outlying towns acknowledged practically the 
authority of their Sheykhe alone. For the first two cen- 
turiea after the Flight,—up to the ume of El-Mfl'inooUp 
—these numerous Sheykha and Ainwra seem to have con¬ 
tented themaelves with c|iiutly preserfing their inde- 
pendencep and satisfying the Khaleefehs with a nominal 
aubmiMion. But in the beginning of the third century^ 
which saw tho dismeinherment of the great Islamic empire 
by the rifle of powerful dynasties on its akirte, the goTemor 
of the Yemen follow^ the example of the Idneeaeea and 
Aghlabees in Northern Africa; and about the time that 
the Sam&neea and Tahirees were foundin g their mdepen- 
dcnt dynasties in the north of Persiai HohaEnmad ibn 
Ziyad^ instead of aubinitting to the fate of the fifty and 
more agents of the Amawee and *Abbasee tthaleefehs who 
bod preceded him and been aucccsflively rBcaUed^ eetabliahed 
himself and hia family firmly at Zebeedp a town he hod 
founded in the Tihumehp and inaugurated the system of 
independent dynoaties in Arabia. 

The Ziydd* ruled at Zebced for about two

San'a and Kafdeh, Kejnm and ^olee. Under the fourth 
sovereign much of their po^er dlflappeared. Suleymdn ibn 
Taraf made himaelf independent at Mathldf, struck 
coins in his own uame, and aubdued a dominion which 
was estimated at an annual revenue of 50O,(KI0 deennrs. 
The l^annutee ’Alec ibn El.Fadl seized Zebeed for a while 
in 30a LTuJer the last king, the son of Abu-l-Jeysh, ibe 
power u ss eoti rely usurped by a succession of slaves, wbo 
restored the Ziy^ec kingdom to somewbat of its former 
extent and prosperity. The usurpation of these slave# 
natumllj led to the foundation of a new dynasty. Nejih, 
«i Abyssinian slave of iEarjdn, the last Ziyadee ifuiVc d« 
pufait. after a contest with a rival slave, established the 
dynasty of the Btiiee Zebeed, 

Kejali held Zebeed wiihout dispute till his death in 462; 
hut then the powerful founder of the dynasty of the 
£emt 'Alee ibn Mobammnd, Lord of San'd, oecu- 
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pi^ capital of the Benee Nej^hj* * drove the iooii of 
the late hing^ and held the Tih^meh in addition to bis own 
large territojcyj until in 473 he was murdered by a £on of 
Nejih. The reign of this eon, who immediatety entered 
Zebeed, waa disturbed by conatant wars with the Benee 
Suleyh^ who were reaolfcd to iwotot the territory they 
had lost. Zebeed was alternately occupied by El-Ahiral 
ibn NejAh^ and El-Mukarram ibn 'Alee Ea-^ukyhee, 
until the death of the former and tbc acecaaion of bis 
brother Jej^h> joined to the gradual cnfceblcment of the 
Suleyheeap reetored comparative tranquil] ity, and left Ze- 
beed finally in the handa of the Benee Ncj^h, who held it 
till their heuae came to its end in The reigna of tbc 

fourth and fifth soTerexg;ns wore interrupted by rebelliona 
led by Ibr&heem and ^Abd-El-WAhid, eons of JTejub ; and 
during the ruk of the laat two kings the suprome power 
waa virtually vested in tho handa of WcBcerSj whoae names 
may be found in Ibn-ed-Deybu" (dr/>.

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Before epeeking ot tbe modern Imams of San’a it is 
necesaaiy to state that there bare been Inmms m the 
Yemen "from very early times; in fact it ’^‘>“^'1 ^ 
hflwrdous to affirtii that there e«r was s time, after the 
third century of the HLjmb. when there was not an Imam 
bolding some territorial commatui in that prorincc. n- 
fortunatelr U U estrcmdy difficult to eatablUh the order, 
dates, and range of authority of these Afubian popes. 
That they were seldom content with merely spirdaal rule 
is certain: hut bow far th^ succeeded fn extending their 
temporal uuthoaty over the turbulent tribes, and the inJe- 
pendent town^bhevkhs, and in maintaining it “gninst the 

several d^asties that successively oh mined the supreme 

control of the greater part of Arabia Felix, are questions 
that appear unlikely to be solred. The historians who 
are spuring of ibeir facts about the principal lay-dynast itfs 
of the T'emen, are commonly still more grudging o 
information about the spiritual rulers of the pronnee 
Published hutoTicul worUs, the MriS. of the British 
Museum and of the India OfBce. have been rans^ked 
in the hope of clearing up this obseurc subject 8U /

■sore useful than any others. The results, however, n a 
study of these authorities are incomplete and iinsatisfactor:. 
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n«aoe il vai found impossible to prefix s list of Imims 
to the earIjF Yetnei] ooina described on pp. This 

mtich ta oertsut, that * race of Imims, called the Sttue-r~ 
JSatre, ruled at Safdeh from the end of the third oeaturj 
of the Flight till the middle of the foiuth centaty. Iba- 
Ebaldoon and Iba-ed>Dejba^ agree in placing a oertaua 
EUHidee Tahyi ibn El'Hoiejn ibn £l-^isim as the £nt 
of then Im£me of Safdehj hot there is much oaoertaint^ 
about both the Dumber and tbe order of El-'Hadee^e 
socresaon. The general conduaion seetna to be that El* 
Hadee reigned from 288 to 298, and waa succeeded by 
his Son £l-MurtB<ja hlohaojmad, who in turn bequeathed 
the throne to his brother £a*Ni 9 ir Ahmad in 320; and 
that tbe sons of Ahmadj whom namea, number, order, and 
dates, are matters of dilute, held their fatherV Imdmate 
until 344 i when another, and more obscure, line of princes 
took possession of Saadeh j only iu turn to gite place to the 
Benff Sukifwda, one of whom, El-Mutawekhil Ahmad, held 
the town along with Nejria from 533 to 503, almost, in 
short, to the Ayjoobee conquest. During the eupremaej 
of the family of Ayyooh in Arabia,*—loyal if meeterful 
aerranta of the Prince of the Faithful who kept court at 
Baghdad,—^heretical Imhaia were emphatically diacoua- 
tenanced in the Tetnen. But on the retease from the 
Ayyooboe yoke, and the accessioD of the Benee Hasool, 
Imama immcdiatsly began to reappear; and the Benee-r* 
Raeee were rerired in the person of Ahmad ibn El- 
Hoseyn ( 646 — 656 ), who made the capital San'h hie reai- 
denoe, and was no longer content to be called Imkin of 
Sa^eh. In the history of the Benee Rasool we hear 
constantly of petty wars between the princee of that 
dynasty and the Imams of San^h; but though El-Khas* 
rajeementiontSevErml Imams after Ahmad ibn El-Hoseym, 
he generally leares their dates unrecorded. A certain 
Imam En-Nrisir was ruling in San'4 on the Raeoolee 
oonquesi of that city in 866, aud his son Mohammad was 
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allowed to aacoeed to the Intiinate. Niebuhr in his Deserip- 
turn de r^rabie meutioos this line of Irahtns, who had re* 
tired before his time to Eawkeb&n, pnpg place to a ne* 
dfoAsty of Imhms of San'i, who eu.Tvi¥ed to th# Turkiah 
Oonquest. Niebuhr mentions the names of fir* Tmims 
(Ummed-ed-deeiXi El-Mshdee, El-Mutahharj Shems-eJ- 
deen, and Shereef-ed-deen) *ho ruled at San's below the 
old dynasty was ejected by the modern line; and the 
namea of aeren Seyyids of Kawkehiii, aa the exiled house 
was then etyledf (*Aiee ibn Shereef-ed-deen, *Abd-Kr~Rabhf 
NasTj 'Abd-el-Kadir, Hoaeyn, Abtnad, 

who Was ruling in 1703 j) and he gires a list of the new 
line of Im&ms of San'h, down to his own time, which is 
roprodnced on p> 

Such aw the uosatialactory reaults of a long and 
laboriona inTestigation of the records of Oriental his¬ 
torians. Wo iearn that in the fourth oentUTy of the 
Plight there was an early line of Im&ms of Sasdeh, called 
the Benee-r-Rasee, but we are uncertain as to the majority 
of their dntea, and as to the order and names of sereral 
of the Bowwigns. After an interval, we find the Benee 
Suteym&n hoidiog-the title of Imfim in the sixth century 
of the Hijnh^ In the time of the Benee Raaool, the old 
house of theBenee-r-Rasee was restored; and the Tm&mate 
of Snn'4 coatimted down to (he Turkish recouqueat in the 
present century, with probably an intemiption at the 
beginning of the tenth century, when Arabia first fell 
into '0th mu lee hands. The ImAmste of San’A, though 
it tasted so many centuries, cbanged hands about A.H. 
1040, when a new line of ImAms occupied the city, 
end the old family adopted the title of 'Seyyids’ and 
retired to KawkebAn. 

Of thew Arabian dynasties, the British lluscum ia for¬ 
tunate enough topo«sc» in all thirty-one coins; of which, 
however, twenty-four were inued by the modem Imams 
of Ssa’A and are of small interest. The firat seven coins 
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pr™iit iBuch tbat 10 curioua, Tb^ first is a deftoar of 
^Alee ibn ^^c^b 5 ^rllpad, of the Benee Sidcvh, aieoilar to the 
t^TO published by me in the Joitniat thf Mo^af Asiatic 
Socirt^, vol. is. p. 138.

Hecond lA a deenar etruck at ^Aden b}* ^Iifsraa ibn ilob^™-" 
madp the laat king of the Benee 2urey*; i^’ith the word 
or (probably the epithet of the ^Aden 

coinage) at the end of the obv. marginp and the peculiar 
roTerte inAcriptioa already described in the Jbwrwff/ 
f/ie R{>i/ai Asiatic SociHif {abi sajira pp* 136^ 137)- Two 
coins of tlie Benee Rasoob of Hl-Muayyad and EI- 
Mujdhid^ with somewhat remarkable marginal legendA* 
complete the series of the lay-coins of the Yemen- The 
ImAma of Sa^dch are represented by El^Iladee the first 
of the Benee-r^Itasecp and Er-Badee^ whom 1 fake 
(at JI. TiescnhaiiEen'a suggestion) to be the second ImBinp 
called by the historians El'llurtaijd. All the three coins of 
these two Imams huvo slningo marginal inscnptionSp 
which T have been unable as yet to decipher^ but which 
doubtless contain ihe formulaa of faith of the particular 
sect of the Zevdeeveh to wbicb these Imams belonged. A 
dirhem of Ahmnd ibn EMjostyni who rL-stored the 
dynasty of ibe Benee-r^ Ha see in 646, Is ako found in the 
collection, and from this specimen we learn that this 
ImAm Etyled himself El-SIsbdec and Araeer-ebJIonil- 
aeen. The tweiity-four coins of the modem Imarps of 
San'i are not remprkBble, except for the doubtful, mint 
on no. 365, and the obscure word on the obrerse 
of the concluding coiop nOp 3H8. The whole thirty-one 
coins of the Yemen cannot, howevert be denied a great 
importance as additions to a series which was little kuowTi 
before. 

The authorities consulted for the dates of the Yeruen 
dynasties bare already been mentioned. For ibe African
